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“Che Land of “Gyre and Sidon 


EAUTIFUL was the day of August 

15, 1929 in that Wonderful land that 
we know as Palestine. We had spent a 
very delightful night on Mt. Carmel and 
after visiting the Grotto of Elias and a 
hugh cave about half way up the moun- 
tain, which was pointed out as the place 
where the ancient school of the prophets 
was held, we were ready to leave by 
motor cars for a trip thru the land of 
Tyre and Sidon or ancient Phoenicia. 

It is remarkable that in all the minis- 
try of Christ He only left Palestine on 
one occasion and it was on that occasion 
that He healed the daughter of the Syro- 
phenician woman, showing His willing- 
ness to minister to the Gentiles after be- 
ing rejected by His own (the Jews). 

Just below the road coming down 
from Carmel is a well. At this well we 
saw many very interesting native char- 
acters. The outstanding one was an Arab 
sheik riding a white horse. Our boyhood 
fancy was revived at the sight, though 
the Arabian steed was not near so fine 
as the ones that we read about at that 
time. We soon were passing thru the 
town of Hiafa and leaving the road took 
to the beautiful crescent beach that sur- 
rounds the bay of Acre. Then as we 
crossed the river Kishon our cars came 
to a halt and in the distance we were 
shown the mound on which (as tradition 
holds) Elijah slew the prophets of Baai 
so that not one of them escaped. 

As we passed on toward the town of 
Acre it seemed that our driver became 
wreckless. I noticed the speedmoter was 
registering seventy, and as the road was 
sandy I became very much. uneasy. I 
said as much to Dr. Lyman Denton who 
was sitting by me, and he informed me 
that he was feeling no better about it. 
After some discussion we decided that 
Brother Tharp who was sitting in the 
seat should try to persuade the driver 
to slow down. To our _ surprise our 
driver understood English and explaln- 
ed that we were not going seventy miles 
per hour but seventy kilometers, which 
is less than forty-five miles. Of course 
this somewhat allayed our fears and we 
were soon enjoying the beautiful drive. 

Just before entering the town of Acre 
we crossed the Nahr Namein, anciently 
known as the Belus river. From. the 
sands of this river the Phoenecians dis- 
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covered how to make glass and it was 
probably here that the tear bottles used 
in Baal worship were made. The town 
of Acre is very small, only having abvut 
6000 people, yet it was one time the chief 
commercial part of the corn country of 
Palestine. It is only mentioned twice in 
the Bible. In the Old Testament it is 
called Accho and was alloted with Ezzib 
(a town about nine miles farther north) 
to the tribe of Asher. The Ashurites, not 
having a navy, were unable to drive %ut 
the Canaanites however, and so it, with 
the other coast towns, remained in the 
hands of the heathens. 

North from Acre we traversed a very 
beautiful and fertile plain. The wheat 
had already been harvested and the na- 
tives were busy at the threshing floors 
just as they threshed two thousand years 
ago, treading out the grain with either 
oxen, donkeys, or camels, which some- 
times drew wooden sleds after them. 
Many farmers bring their wheat to one 
common threshing floor and in some 
places there are ten or twelve oxen 
“treading out the corn” at one time. Not 
only wheat is raised on this plain but a 
great deal of Kaffir corn is also raised. 
We saw hundreds of acres of this partic- 
ular grain still standing in the fields 
and the heads were large and white.Then 
were we reminded of the appeal of Jesus 
to His disciples to look upon the fields 
which were white unto harvest. Perhaps 
it was a sight of this kind from which 
He drew the illustration. Not far from 
the road as we came near to Ezzib we 
saw an old aqueduct which still takes 
water to Acre. This is easily distinguish- 
ed by the grass and bushes that grow 
in its crevices. 

Passing out of the plain and up a very 
steep ascent we rounded a promontory 
called Ras— something, well, it is an- 
other one of those Arabic names, hard to 
spell and harder to pronounce. It means 
“The Pilgrims’ ladder.” After rounding 
this promontory we crossed the frontier 
between the British and French pass- 
port offices. All this is ancient Phoenicia 
and for forty miles north we were in the 
coasts of “Tyre and Sidon,” so frequent- 
ly mentioned in the Bible. 


Four miles to the right of the road we 
were told that there is an ancient tomb. 
This tomb is still called in the Arabic 
“Qaler Hiram,” or the Tomb of Hiram. 
This marks the resting. place of that 
great king of Tyre who furnished Solo- 
mon with the “cedars of Lebanon” to 
build the Temple at Jerusalem. We are 
in plain view of the Lebanon mountains 
from this point. It is said that ancient 
Tyre was a territory of about twenty 
miles circumference. According to the 
Bible, history, and evidence found in its 
acres of ruins, Tyre was at one time a 
rich and powerful country. Her trade 
was extended to Persia on the east, thru 
the Mediterranean sea and on the ocean 
north to the British Isles. Many years 
before Greece or Italy had their regular 
governments, the Mariners of Phoenicia 
(according to Robinson) had _ establish- 
ed colonies in Cadiz, Carthage, and Mar- 
seils. 

In commerce the tin and wolf skins 
of Europe met with the gold and silks 
of Tyre. The riches of Tyre, her magnifi- 
cent buildings and her strong fortifica- 
tions, were at that time a wonder of the 
nations. The height of her glory and 
wealth was perhaps about the time of the 
prophet Ezekiel in the early part of the 
sixth century B. C. In Ezekiel, chapters. 
26, 27, and 28, Tyrus (Tyre) is describ- 
ed as being rich, as having pleasant 
houses and strong wails. Her borders are 
described as being in the midst of the 
sea which was so said from the fact that 
the city was built on an island. Her navy 
was built of the oaks of Bashan and 
cedars of Lebanon, and the benches were 
of ivory from the Isles of Chittim. The 
sails of her ships were fine linen em- 
broidered with blue and purple which 
was then very expensive because purple 
dye was only to be had from the Murex 
shell which is found along the Phoeni- 
cian coast. 

They of Persia and Ludd and Phut 
were in the army of Tyre. Tarshish, 
Javan, Tubal, Meshech, and many others 
including the nations north, east, west, 
and south, are described as her mer- 
chants and as trading in her fairs in 
silver, iron, tin, brass, horses, mules, 
ivory, and all kinds of precious stones, 
then wheat, honey, and a multitude of 
other things. All these things made Tyre 
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by far the richest city in the world. At 
this time the king was lifted up in 
pride, hence the prophecy against the 
city: “And I will make thee like the top 
of.the rock; thou shalt be a place to 
spread nets upon.” This prophecy has 
certainly been fulfilled in behalf of the 
city of Tyre. Her harbor which at one 
time accommodated her powerful navy 
and perhaps hundreds of merchant 
ships, has been filled with acres of ruins 
and silt from the sea and the port now 
accommodates only a few fishing ves- 
sels of very light craft. 

After crossing the Litany, or ancient 
Leontes river, we soon came to the ruins 
of Sarepta. This is a very interesting 
place though there is very little left of 
the old Bible village. We made examina- 
tion of her rock hewn tombs with which 
the cliffs are dotted, and found in some 
of them bones of sheep or goats that had 
wandered into them and died. 

The little village of Zarephath (Sarep- 
ta) is the place where Elijah sojourned 
during the severe famine of his day. 
Here it was that God provided for him 
thru the widow with whom he lodged, 
for as long as he remained the barrel 
of meal wasted not and the cruse of vil 
did not fail. 1 Kings 17:8-24. This inci- 
dent was so remarkable as to be men- 
tioned by our Lord in the New Testa- 
ment, for said He, “But I tell you of a 
truth, many widows were in Israel in 
the days of Elias when the heaven was 
shut up for three years and six months, 
when great famine was throughout the 
land, but unto none of them was Elias 
sent, save unto Sarepta, a city of Sidon, 
unto a woman that was a widow,” Luke 
4:25, 26. As- Jesus made His visit unto 
the coasts of Tyre and Sidon, it is very 
probable that He visited Sarepta and it 
might have been the city where He cast 
the devil out of the daughter of the 
Syrophenician woman. 

Leaving Sarepta thru fields of Kaffir 
corn “white unto the harvest” we came 
after about a twelve mile ride to Sidon. 
The plain for several miles north and 
south of this city which is older than his- 
tory, is very beautiful, being green with 
lemon, orange, banana, and mulberry 
trees. This makes a striking contrast 
with the surrounding country which is 
very arid and barren at this time of the 
year. Zidon seems to be a well watered 
plain from mountain springs and brook- 
lets, hence the reason for such wonder- 
ful growth. Like other cities of Phoeni- 
cia, Sidon has a remarkable history. It 
is mentioned in the Bible as far back 
as Gen. 10:19 where it is mentioned as 
the northern border of the Canaanites. 
Much of the history of Sidon is equal to 
that of Tyre but there is too much of it 
here. We must mention however’ that 
from caves and tombs in the vicinity of 
Sidon came much of our ancient his- 
tory. The sarcophagus of an old king of 
Sidon, the sarcophagus of Alexander the 
Great, which we saw in the museum of 
Constantinople, and a great deal of ma- 
terial connected with Baal worship and 
the religion of Ashtoroth. 

As we pushed on toward the city of 
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Beirut the shades of evening began to 
fall. The road runs close to the sea most 
all of the way-.from Sidon, which gave 
us a beautiful view of a gorgeous sunset 
as the sun seemed to dip into the Medi- 
terranean, leaving an after coloring of 
red, yellow, purple and gold. In the twi- 
light we passed thru extensive and beau- 
tiful olive groves and pine forest and fi- 
nally to the hotel Continental in Beirut. 
Tired from a hard day’s work of sight- 
seeing we were glad for a place to rest 
our wayworn bodies.

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“6he Resurrection

S the Easter season approaches the 

air and human spirit is filled with 
and influenced by the presence and fact 
of Easter as connected with the resur- 
rection of Christ. Not that Easter Sun- 
day was the day on which He arose, for 
indeed the name Easter was that of “a 
Teutonic goddess to°whom sacrifice was 
offered in April.” That name was there- 
fore transferred to the paschal feast, 
which has caused the resurrection of 
Christ to be identified with the feast of 
Easter. The use of the name Easter as 
connected with the resurrection of Jesus 
is therefore not Christian, but by custom 
and usage it has been purified in its 
meaning as originally applied so that it 
now means among Christians one thing 
and that to denote the time of the resur- 
rection of Christ. 

THE FACT THAT CHRIST AROSE 


The Christian is not so much concern- 
ed with the name applied to the feast 
connected with or celebrated at or about 
the time of the resurrection of Christ, 
but alone in the fact that He arose. 

THE VOICE OF HISTORY 


“The Jewish Christians in the early 
church continued to celebrate the Pass- 
over, regarding Christ as the paschal 
lamb, and this naturally passed over in- 
to a commemoration of the death and 
resurrection of our Lord, or an Easter 
feast.” The Jewish Christians fixed the 
date of the Passover feast as regulated 
by the paschal moon. According to such 
reckoning it “began in the evening of 
the 14th day of the moon of the month 
of Nisan without regard to the day of 
the week, while the Gentile Christians 
identified it with the first day of the 
week; i. e., the Sunday of the resurrec- 
tion, irrespective of the day of the 
month. This later practice finally pre- 
vailed in the church, and those who fol- 
lowed the other reckoning were stigma- 
tized as heretics. But differences arouse 
as to the proper Sunday for the Easter 
celebration, which led to long and bitter 
controversies. The Council of Nice, 325 
A. D., decided that it should be on Sun- 
day, but did not fix the particular Sun- 
day. It was ieft to the Bishop of Alex- 
andria to determine, since that city was 
regarded as the authority in astronomi- 
cal matters and he was to communicate 
the result of his determination to the 
other Bishops. 

“But this was not satisfactory, espe- 
cially to the western churches, and a 
definite rule for the determination of 
Easter was needed. By some it was kept 
as early as March 21, and by others as 
late as April 25, and others followed 


dates between. The rule was finally 
adopted, in the 7th century, to celebrate 
Easter on the Sunday following the 14th 
day of the calendar moon which comes on, 
or after, the vernal equinox which was 
fixed for March 21. This is not always 


the astronomical moon, but near enough 
for practical purposes, and is determined 
without astronomical calculation by cer- 
tain intricate rules adopted by ecclesias- 
tical authority. These rules involve the 
Dominical letters, or the first seven of 
the alphabet, representing the days of the 
week. A standing for the first day of the 
year and the one on which Sunday falls 
being called the Dominical for that year. 
There are also involved the Golden Num- 
bers and the Epacts, the first being the 
numbers from 1 to 19, the cycle of the 
moon when its phases recur on the same 
days of the year, the first of the cycle 
being that in which the new moon falls 
on January 1. The Epacts indicate the 
moon’s age at the beginning of each year. 
Easter was thus fixed by these rules, but 
another difficulty arose when the Greg- 
orian calendar was adopted in 1582, the 
difference between it and the Julian be- 
ing then ten days. This of course affect- 
ed the determination of Easter, and its 
celebration by the Greek church, which 
has never admitted the Gregorian calen- 
dar, occurs usually at a different time 
from that followed by the western 
churches. This difference may be as 
much as five weeks and it may occur 
as late as April 30, but in the West it 
cannot occur later than April 25 nor 
earlier than March 22. Occasionally the 
two come together but this is rare, since 
the difference between the two calendars 
is now thirteen days. The Easter feast 
has been and still is regarded as the 
greatest in the Christian church, since 
it commemorates the most important 
event in .the life of its Founder.”—H. 
Porter. 


CHRIST TRIUMPHANT OVER DEATH 


We are not so much concerned with the 
origin and name of Easter, nor yet the 
cavil that has surrounded the impracti- 
cal usage of the day itself. We are how- 
ever, grateful and deeply interested in 
the fact that He arose from the dead. 
We do not therefore celebrate Easter with 
any view or purpose other than as by 
its occurrence we are reminded of the 
fact of a living Saviour who is victor 
over death itself. 

THE VOICE OF SCRIPTURE 

From the Apostle Paul in his writings 
unto the Corinthian church, we learn 
that the fact of Christ’s victory over 
death had “first” place in his ministry. 
“For I delivered unto you first of all 
that which I also received, how that 
Christ died for our sins according tv 
the scriptures; and that he was buried, 
and that he arose again the third day 
according to the scriptures: and that he 
was seen of Cephas, then of the twelve: 
after that, he was seen of above five 
hundred brethren at once; of whom the 
greater part remaineth unto this pres- 
ent, but some are fallen asleep. After 
that he was seen of James; then of ail 
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the apostles. And last of all he was seen 
of me also, as one born out of due time,” 
1 Cor. 15:1-8. Those here mentioned, un- 
to whom Christ appeared after His 
resurrection, are of course those who 
were able to say by the vision of their 
own eye that Christ was alive from the 
dead. However, the apostle does not only 
call to record those whom he mention- 
ed in the above verses, but he asserts 
that according to the scriptures Christ 
died for us and that He arose again the 
third day. The passages to which he re- 
fers are perhaps Isa. 53:5-8; Dan. 9:26; 
Psa. 22; Zech. 12:10; Ps. 16:10; Jonan 
2:10; Matt. 12:40; Matt. 16:4; Acts 
2:31; 13:34. The resurrection in the 
light of the foregoing was a prophetic 
truth, which when fulfilled became the 
fact that established such records as 
bonified and inspired... The resurrection 
comes not only as a means of fulfill- 
ment of the sacred scriptures, but as the 
hope and means of God whereby He had 
planned to reassure and restore the crea- 
tion. 
THE CHRISTIAN HOPE 

In John 14:9 we learn from Christ 
the following promise: “Because I live 
ye shall live also.” The basis therefore 
on which the redeemed saint may expect 
to live again, is none other than the fact 
that Christ is Himself alive. As one Is 
now a present, as well as a historical 
fact, even so will the resurrection of 
those who belong to Christ become a fact 
in its time and order. In Rev. 1:18 He is 
seen in communion with John on the 
Isle of Patmos, and leaves with His wait- 
ing servant the solemn declaration, “1 
am he that liveth, and was dead; and, 
behold, I am alive for evermore. Amen; 
and have the keys of hell and of death.” 
We are taught in 2 Cor. 15:20 that, “Now 
is Christ risen from the dead and oe- 
come the first fruits of them that slept.” 
Matt. 27:51-53; Lev. 23:10. The resurrec- 
tion of Christ, and His power over death 
has given the Christian a hope that is in- 
vincible. Accordingly it is affirmed by 
Paul that, “If we believe that Jesus died 
and rose again, even so them also which 
sleep in Jesus will God bring with him. 
For this we say unto you by the word of 
the Lord, that we which are alive and 
remain unto the coming of the Lord shall 
not prevent them that sleep. For the 
Lord himself shall descend from heaven 
with a shout and with the voice of the 
archangel, and with the trump of God: 
and the dead in Christ shall rise first: 
Then we which are alive and remain 
shall be caught up together with them 
in the clouds to meet the Lord in the 
air: and so shall we be ever with the 
Lord.” 1 Thess. 4:14-17. That God might 
destroy His enemies He sat Christ at 
His own right hand. Heb. 1:13. “For He 
muist reign until he hath put all enemies 
under his feet.” 1 Cor. 15:25. “The last 
enemy that shall be destroyed is death.” 
V. 26. “So when this corruptible shall 
have put on incorruption, and this mor- 
tal shall have put on immortality, then 
shall be brought to pass the saying that 
is written, Death is swallowed up in vic- 
tory. O death, where is thy sting? O 
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grave, where is thy victory?” 

THE EVIDENCE OF THE RESUR- 

RECTION 

These are more than we can enumer- 
ate. The multiplied millions of dying 
saints that have testified of Christ as 
their personal Savior are a long flowing 
river of witnesses that have come down 
to us through the times. Every church 
building and religious institution is a 
witness to the one indestructible fact of 
the resurrection. The many outstanding 
cases of miraculous healings that have 
occurred during ovr own times and wit* 
in our own ministry are likewise an at- 
tested fact of Christ’s resurrection, that 
He lives and works His mighty miracles 
as the gospel has so declared. 

PRAYER AS AN EVIDENCE 


To the Christian none of the theophan- 


ies of God, to apostles or _ prophets, 
nor yet to themselves, bring greater 
evidence of the resurrection than docs 


the avenue of prayer, thru which the 
whole of the Christian church has melt- 
ed down in thanksgiving and gratitude 
for their sins forgiven and God’s many 
and mighty blessings upon them bestow- 
ed through His mercy while in prayer. 
The fact that He lives is intact to the 
child of God, that comes to him in earn- 
est prayer, who as a result is restfully 
vivified and exuberantly blessed and 
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placed upon prayer. Whole contin- 
ents have been affected by men who 
prayed. No greater power can be con- 
ceived than that which comes’ through 
prayer. We may look at the Bib‘e for a 
few examples of men who prayed. Abra- 
ham, Jacob, Moses, Nehemiah, and Dan- 
iel were men of prayer, and their pray- 
ers marked turning points in the history 
of nations. We have only to study their 
lives to note how mighty they were in 
prayer and to know what great things 
were accomplished in their generation, 
because they were men who had a hold 
on God. 

The most impressive part of Christ’s 
ministry is His prayer life. Most of all 
His public deeds of any consequences 
were preceded by fervent prayer. When 
He arrived at a time in His ministry 
and it became necessary to choose men 
who were to become His disciples we find 
Him spending the entire night in prayer 
in the mountains. The selection of men 
who should have the necessary qualifi- 
cations to continue His work after His 
departure was no small _ responsibility 
and so we find Him with His Father in 
prayer the entire night. The next morn- 
ing with the dew of heaven fresh on His 
soul and the complete approval of God 
upon Him, He comes down to make His 
choice among men. It was a great re- 
sponsibility and He no doubt felt the 
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overjoyed. To speak that holy name of 
Jesus in prayer, and have the answer of 
unspeakable joy in reply as a witness 
that He “ever liveth,” is a fact that is 
too mighty for men or devils to dispute. 
HISTORICAL EVIDENCE 

Not only do we have the prophetic 
voice of the scriptures themselves that 
acclaims the fact of His resurrection, out 
with these coincides the voice of secular 
history. The whole world acknowledges 
either by scripture or by the knowledge 
of history that Christ died and _ rose 
again. That is, that part of it that has 
been enlightened by divine grace, to 
which may be added many millions who 
have not accepted His grace, but do so 
regard and treat the resurrection of Je- 
sus Christ as a fact. 
THE VOICE OF THE TIMES ARE AN 

EVIDENCE 

The sacred scriptures that have told 
us of the resurrection of Jesus Christ, 
do also themselves tell of us of the very 
disastrous times in which we now live. 
If we may find the Word of God impreg- 
nated with inspired truth with regard 
to the times and conditions of this pres- 
ent world, as we do have it, we have a 
right to accept the other on the same 
basis of fact. Unexpected to the world 
He will come. Let us so strive to live 
that we may be ready for the Epiphany. 
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need of the Father’s assistance in mak- 
ing His choice. 

Again we find Him standing by the 
side of the tomb in the presence of death 
and before He commands the dead tu 
come forth He utters a prayer. Regard- 
less of the great need of immediate ac- 
tion He always took time for prayer. 

Before His trial and entering into the 
Garden of Gethsemane, also before His 
betrayel, He is in earnest prayer. As a 
result of His prayer He _ reaches the 
point where He is willing to be submis- 
sive to the Father in all things, and says, 
“Nevertheless not my will, but thine be 
done:” We may follow Him still further 
and we shall find that just before He 
expired on the cross He prayed saying, 
“Into thy hands I commend my spirit.” 
Should there be no more devout prayers, 
this should be enough to convince us 
that it is highly necessary to be in pray- 
erful communion with our Father often. 

By instinct. all people who are born 
again and are spiritual minded have a 
desire to have a closer walk with God. 
They crave a closer intimacy with Him. 
Without a closer intimacy it will be im- 
possible to come with confidence believ- 
ing He will hear us. The more often we 
commune with and associate with peo- 
ple the more intimacy we feel with them 
(the more often we frequent the secret 
prayer room) so it is with the Lord. To 
know Him intimately we must be with 
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Him frequently. The more we are in 
touch with Him the better knowledge 
we shall have of His dealing with us. 
As we become more and more to know 
He is vitally interested in us and to 
realize an increasing amount of His 
power we shall really be able to exercise 
more and more the spiritual gifts. As we 
have more and more of the gifts we 
shall have a greater influence on others 
and a greater victory in our own lives. 
The question arises in our mind as we 
are brought to this point—What are 
some of the things that hinder the full 
life of power? We are supposed to have 
it. 

Possibly the greatest hinderance to a 
full developed life of spiritual power is 
indifference. We may be entirely sin- 
cere, yet there are so many things in 
this day and time that have a tendency 
to devert our minds that sometimes it 
is hard to make ourselves come to a 
realization that we are neglecting to pray 
as we should. I can’t believe that we 
wilfully neglect the spiritual part of our 
nature but the domestic duties and re- 
sponsibilities affect our prayer life and 
it is only with the greatest persistence 
that we can maintain that life of devo- 
tion that is so necessary to a life of pray- 
er. About the most noticeable result of 
this indifferent life is lukewarmness— 
we become neither cold nor hot — or 
rather we become a passive Christian 
and we have a hard time to keep an in- 
terest in the services, and become indif- 
ferent as to our refuge that we have in 
God’s grace. Then we begin to find the 
most unreasonable excuses for not com- 
ing to services, and are likely to develop 
a fault-finding and _ criticizing spirit. 
Things just don’t suit us and we begin 
to see things in others through colored 
glasses. We are in the way that seems 
right but will lead to spiritual death, 
yet we may be honest in our conception 
of things. When a Christian has reach- 
ed this stage it is quite easy to drift off 
into the world. He may lose his sense of 
manner, of dress and conduct. And if 
this state continues he will find his life 
confused and he can not discern the line 
between a real Christian and the world. 
Naturally pride comes in our heart when 
the grace of God leaves and it’s only a 
question of time when we will be back 
in the world, all except our profession. 
That is what Is the matter with the 
churches today. There is not the line of 
distinction drawn between the Christian 
and the world. 

Christians are becoming confused; 
they are being deceived by the enemy, 
so that many have a form of godliness 
but deny the power thereof. When one 
reaches this state he is in a deplorable 
condition. It will take something out of 
the ordinary to arouse him out of 
the snare of the enemy. The devil must 
have a great deal of delight in seeing so 
many slumbering professors. They are 
surely bound for eternal destruction un- 
less they are rescued by the power of 
God. To escape this sad doom, which will 
be a part in the lake with unbelievers, 
sorcerers, abominable, the fearful, mur- 
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derers, idolaters, and all liars, where the 
fire is kindled with brimstone, let us re- 
sort to secret prayer. Jesus said in the 
sermon on the mount, “Enter into thy 
closet and when thou hast shut thy door 
pray to thy Father which seeth in secret, 
and thy father which  seeth in secret 
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make much of secret prayer. It does not 
help God to hear us any better but it pre- 
pares us to receive an answer to our 
prayers. Jesus said again, “That if two of 
you shall agree on earth as touching any 
thing that they shall ask, it shall be done 
for them of my Father which is in heav- 
en.”

We only stayed a few days there buat 
God did bless us every service. Some 
came to the Lord. I told Brother Auten 
that I hated to give an altar call for I 
knew there were some hungry folks here 
who wanted to have a meeting and I did 
not have time to stay this trip fora 
meeting so I held up the altar call an- 
til Sunday. The Lord blessed so after I 
got thru preaching I looked and saw there 
were people falling down at their seats 
crying. Soon there were some _ going 
around praying while some were shout- 
ing. There were several who came thru 
to the Lord.

“Work in Mexico 


I am in receipt of a letter from Broth- 
er Roque Ortiz of Nogales Sonora, Mexi- 
co making formal application for mem- 
bership in the Church of God with busi- 
ness headquarters at Cleveland, Tenn., 
S. W. Latimer, General Overseer. This 
brother is a captain in the Salvation 
Army and is commanding officer of this 
unit affecting the work in Nogales, part 
of which is in the United States, the rest 
in Old Mexico. 


Captain Ortiz has had the Baptism of 
the Holy Ghost for some time and has a 
congregation of over one hundred mem- 
bers in Nogales Sonora. The church is 


in accord with the stand he has taken 
and will come in with him. He decided 
with me for the Church of God some 
months ago on one of my visits there 
but could not arrange to make _ the 
change from the Salvation Army because 
of the awful financial crisis which ae 
would face affecting not only his own 
family but many others whom he was 
called upon to minister to in material 
things in the relief work of the Army. 
But on learning that this brother had 
taken his stand for the Pentecostal doc- 
trine and was leaning toward the Church 
of God the commissioner came around 
to see him and demanded that he take 
a definite stand one way or the other 
and he is casting his lot with us. 


While this is a wonderful victory spir- 
itually there is a temporal problem con- 
fronting us that will have to be dealt 
with immediately or else we are stump 
ed again. The Mexican government has 
closed their services until they can con- 
form to the rulings affecting churches 
wherein they are required to have their 
own building dedicated solely to religi- 
ous use. They are not enjoying the free- 
dom of worship they did a few weeks 
ago when I was there on my last visit 
with Brother Latimer and party, but are 
compelled to worship quietly in secrer 
behind barred doors and windows for 
fear of the authorities. When a work is 
in the formation with only a few in at- 
tendance it may be carried on in this 
manner for a time without inviting any 
attention from the opposers, but this 
work has reached the stage where it ve- 
quires a building in order to continue 
its existence. We are going to need a 
couple of hundred dollars of extra mis- 
sion money very badly in the near fu- 
ture so every one please pray and give 
when called upon by those in authority. 
The time has come when we are going 
to have to get into action and do some- 
thing or else back out and steadily re- 
treat with the flag of truce flying. Then 
we will have to quit singing, We're all 
missionaries, doing all the good we can. 
But then we are not with the crowd that 
believes in retreating and we must go 
forward.—J. H. Ingram, Overseer of 
Mexico.

THE DISPUTE WHO SHOULD BE 
GREATEST 


Matt. 18:1-6; Luke 9:46-48 

V. 33. “He came to Capernaum: * * * 
being in the house,” where He often fre- 
quented when staying in Capernaum. He 
asked them, “What was it that ye dis- 
puted among yourselves by the way”? Je- 
sus was interested that no misunderstand- 
ing should exist among His disciples. 

V. 34. “They held their peace.” Selfish 
ambitions are harmful, the poison of am- 
bition is subtle unless subjected unto the 
will of God. Their selfish reasoning was 
silenced when questioned by their Master. 
True humility seeks not to be greater or 
dominate over others. 

V. 35. “If any man desire to be first, 
the same shall be last of all, and servant 
of all.” Selfish ambition must be abased 
to its usefulness as associated with others. 
Great men are in demand, but only as they 
may be of service unto others. The analogy 
demands that the greater bless the lesser. 
See Heb. 7:7; 1 Cor. 15:9; Mark 10:45. 

A LITTLE CHILD 

V. 36. “He took a child, and set him 
in the midst of them: and when he had 
taken him in his arms.” He could have 
been in the house of Simon, this likewise 
was possibly the child of his. A child is 
the emblem of the purest of mankind as 
to its innocency. Their innocence, love, 
quick forgiveness and delight in obedience 
make them a fitting example of the king- 
dom of heaven. The child may be no purer 
than a redeemed saint, but it is void of 
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the scars of sin and stubbornness develop- 
ed in older persons’ lives. See Matt. 18:6; 
Luke 9: 46-48, ‘ 

V. 37. “Whosoever shall receive one of 
such children in my name,” possibly such 
in simplicity, innocence and humility. 
Those who extend offices of kindness un- 
to them “receive me” and “him that sent 
me.” A possible reference to divine favor 
bestowed upon any that come in His name, 
whether children, Christians or ministers. 

The Church the guardian angel of chil- 
dren.—The care taken of these little ones 
may be regarded as among the tests of the 
sound state of any branch of the Church 
to which they have been so lovingly com- 
mended by her Lord; they, in outward 
shew, poor, helpless, weak, ignorant, hav- 
ing everything to learn—to the eye of faith, 
cleansed in their Redeemer’s blood, waited 
upon and guarded by the highest angels, 
clad in the white robes of their baptismal 
purity, rich in invisible treasures, insensi- 
ble to our poor outward world, and wrap- 
ped in a world unseen, and set forth as our 
example that we should become such as 
they. Of a truth, whether we contemplate 
them in their purity, or our Savior’s “woe 
on such as cause them to offend,” one 
would alike shrink from the duty of form- 
ing what is of so great price and yet so 
frail, but that a duty is laid upon us, yea, 
“woe is on us, if we do it not;” and it is 
not we alone who do it, but He who saith, 
“Whoso receiveth one such little child in 
My name receiveth Me;” He whose face 
their angels in heaven do always behold._— 
E. B. Pusey, D.D. 

SECTARIANISM REBUKED 
Luke 9:49-50 

V. 38. “Master, we saw one casting out 
devils in thy name.” This reference is per- 
haps not to a mere child, as a child would 
hardly “cast out devils.” A child as refer- 
red to in the previous verse must be 
broadened to refer to any Christian as to 
his true Christian state. All Christians 
have true characteristics of a little child. 
“He followeth not us” would imply that this 
party was grown up and was exercising his 
own will. “Forbad him.” John was sur- 
prised that others could do such, who had 
not been commissioned. John thought he 
should have followed them. 

V. 39. “Jesus said, Forbid him not.” 
Justin Martyr states that while exorcism 
as practiced by the Jews in “the name of 
the God of Abraham, Isaac, and Jacob” of- 
ten failed, that it “was eminently success- 
ful” when administered “by the name of 
the Son of God.” It was certain that who- 
ever worked a miracle in His name “can 
lightly speak evil of me,” that is, they were 
in harmony with Jesus. 

Vv. 40. In Matt. 12:30 Jesus used the 
reverse, saying, “He that is not with me is 
against me.” He here reckons that “He 
that is not against us, is on our part.” We 
are either against Him or for Him. 
OFFICES OF KINDNESS REWARDED 

V. 41. If he who gives you a cup of 
water to drink in my name, and out of re- 
gard for me, does well, and shall be re- 
warded of God, much more shall he be re- 
warded who casts out devils in my name. 
It is contrary to the spirit of Christianity 
to destroy Christian power or influence. 
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Whatever kindness bestowed upon any 
Christian will be “rewarded.” — 


V. 42. Here is a parallel. If kindness 
and labour bestowed upon one of Christ’s 
little ones should merit reward of heaven- 
ly merit, it could but follow that injury in 
the form of offence would be met with a 
severe judgment of divine retribution. 
“Millstone * * * hanged about his necx.” 
Literally, a stone so large as to require an 
ass to turn it. “Cast into the sea.” Death 
is preferable to offending one of God's 
saints. What emphasis here and how te- 
luctant we are to guard against offending 
other Christians and oftentimes our broth- 
er or sister in the church. 


V. 43. The hand, the foot, or the cye 
represent any instrument which would in- 
duce a Christian to sin. Your own loved 
ones, your close personal friend, your posi- 
tion or whatever comes closest unto you in 
nearness may well be separated from you 
even at a great loss in this life, that if it 
hinder or prevent you from inheriting eter- 
nual life, by so doing you may enter life 
even as a cast-out or unfortunate from a 
worldly standpoint, you can well afford to 
separate from it. “Cut it off.” Man’s sim- 
ply separating from you, that which will 
like Him, and that we are to know as we 
are known; further, that a “grain” as. used 
in our illustration always yields true to 
nature. Consider John 12:24. Discuss heal- 
ing and removal of sickness by Christ from 
the human family as a foretaste and as- 
surance of resurrection. Discuss the rais- 
ing of Lazarus and the widow’s son. 


Truth: If it be proven that Christ arose 
from the dead, then the fact and hope of 
the Christian’s resurrection is likewise as- 
sured. 

Application: Present death as a shadow 
(Job 24:17; Psa. 23:4; 44:19) which fleeth 
before the “Rising Sun of Righteousness” 
(Mal. 4:2).
